"In  as  much  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these,  ye 
have  done  it  unto  me." 

Dear  Primary  workers,  we  are  grateful  to  you  for  your  enthusiastic 
support  of  the  Primary  Children's  Hospital  project.  It  is  reassuring  to 
know  that  we  can  always  depend  on  you,  no  matter  what  the  call 
may  be.  Kindly  convey  our  appreciation  to  your  Primary  children  for 
their  co-operation. 

The  donation  from  the  South  African  Mission  Primaries  this 
February  came  to  R56.00,  with  Brakpan,  under  the  leadership  of  Sister 
Martell,  leading  with  R12.00.  Mowbray  and  Springs  close  seconds; 
Mowbray  R8.45,  Springs  R8.00.  Then  follow  Primrose  with  R6.00,  Pretoria 
R5.50,  Florida  R5.35,  East  London  R4.00,  Hermanus  R2.35,  Ramah  R1.90. 
Carletonville  R1.45   and  Bloemfontein  R1.00. 

There  are  some  primaries  which  did  not  send  any  Birthday  Pennies, 
but  we  hope  they  too  will  join  us  next  time  in  our  Birthday  Penny 
project. 

An  ancient  Persian  poet  gave  some  very  wise  advice  to  mankind, 
"If  thou  hast  two  pennies,  spend  one  for  bread,  with  the  other  buy 
hyacinths  for  the  soul." 

He  wants  us  to  use  half  of  our  possessions  to  buy  the  necessities  of 
life,  with  the  other  half  we  should  build  our  souls. 

I  think,  Primary  children,  we  can  buy  the  most  beautiful  hyacinths 
for  our  souls  by  remembering  to  give  our  pennies  to  the  Primary 
Children's  Hospital,  and  bring  the  bloom  of  health  back  into  the 
cheeks  of  the  little  patients,  and  joy  into  their  lives. 

I  would  like  to  tell  you  how  your  pennies  can  help  these  little 
children  and  how  blessings  can  come  to  your  soul. 

There  is  a  12-year-old  girl  in  the  Primary  Children's  Hospital,  who 
had  polio  six  years  ago  and  lost  the  use  of  her  legs.  Every  day  she  is 
lowered  into  a  big  stainless  steel  bath,  called  a  Hubbard  Tank.  This 
tank  is  filled  with  warm  water  that  swirls  round  her  legs  to  massage 
and  strengthen  the  muscles.  Through  this  treatment  and  our  Heavenly 
Father's  blessings,  we  are  sure  she  will  be  able  to  walk  again. 

There  is  an  eight-year-old  boy  who  is  learning  to  walk  by  holding 
on  to  two  strong  bars.  After  a  while  he  will  be  able  to  go  up  and  down 
the  stairs. 

There  is  a  dear  four-year-old  girl  who  has  been  in  the  hospital  for 
many  months.  Now  she  is  an  out-patient,  and  is  taken  to  the  hospital 
for  treatment  several  times  a  week.  Her  spinal  cord  was  injured  over 
a  year  ago.  When  she  was  first  brought  to  the  hospital  she  couldn't  move 
at  all,  but  now  she  has  learned  to  walk  without  crutches. 

Another  patient,  a  seven-year-old  boy,  has  diabetes.  He  can  only 
eat  certain  foods,  so  the  Birthday  Pennies  help  in  giving  him  the  best 
food  possible. 

Those  in  charge  of  the  recreational  department  make  sure  that 
the  children  are  kept  happy  by  giving  them  interesting  things  to  do. 
Programmes,  movies,  games,  etc.  are  provided  for  the  children  who  are 
well  enough  to  enjoy  them. 

There  is  an  11-year-old  boy  who  has  spent  10  years  in  the  hospital. 
His  bones  are  so  fragile  that  they  break  when  he  stumbles  or  bumps 
into  anything.  The  Birthday  Pennies  help  to  make  his  stay  in  the 
hospital  a  happy  one.

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THE    PURPOSE    OF    SUNDAY    SCHOOL 

I  have  been  privileged  to  write  briefly  about  the  Sunday  School. 
It  is  a  wonderful  organization  and  every  member  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  should  know  something  about  the 
Sunday  School,  and  its  real  purpose. 

At  the  sea  of  Tiberius,  nearly  2,000  years  ago,  Jesus'  disciples  were 
fishing  all  night  and  caught  nothing.  But  as  the  morning  came,  Jesus 
stood  on  the  shore,  and  asked  them,  "Children,  have  ye  any  meat?" 
They  answered  "No",  and  knew  not  that  it  was  Jesus.  He  said  to  the 
disciples,  "Cast  the  net  on  the  right  side  of  the  ship  and  ye  shall  find." 
When  they  had  done  this,  they  were  not  able  to  draw  the  net  for  the 
multitude  of  fish.  John  the  Beloved  then  said  to  Peter,  "It  is  the  Lord." 
When  Simon  Peter  heard  this,  "he  girt  his  fisher's  coat  unlo  him,  and 
cast  himself  into  the  sea."  The  other  disciples  came  in  a  little  ship, 
for  they  were  not  far  from  land.  As  they  landed,  "they  saw  a  fire  of 
coals  there,  and  fish  laid  thereon  and  bread  ..."  Then  Jesus  said 
unto  them,  "Come  and  dine,"  and  none  of  the  disciples  durst  ask  Him, 
"Who  art  thou?"  knowing  that  it  was  the  Lord.  Jesus  then  came  and 
took  bread,  and  gave  them  bread  and  fish  likewise."  (This  was  the 
third  time  that  Jesus  showed  himself  to  His  disciples  after  His 
resurrection.) 

When  they  had  dined,  Jesus  said  to  Simon  Peter,  "Simon, 
son  of  Jonas,  lovest  thou  me  more  than  these?  He  said  unto 
Him,  "Yea,  Lord,  thou  knowest  that  I  love  thee."  So  Christ  replied, 
"Feed  my  lambs."  Then  He  said  to  him  for  the  second  and  third 
time,  "Simon,  son  of  Jonas,  lovest  thou  me?"  Peter  was  grieved  the 
third  time  and  said  to  Jesus,  "Lord,  thou  knowest  all  things;  thou 
knowest  that  I  love  thee."  So  Jesus  said  unto  him,  "Feed  my  sheep." 
And  after  Jesus  had  said  these  words  and  others,  he  said  unto  Peter, 
"Follow  me."    (See  John  21.) 

"Feed  my  Iambs" — this  is  to  look  after  the  little  ones  or  the 
children  in  his  Church,  that  they  might  not  be  led  astray  to  paths 
that  would  bring  them  into  sin  and  misery."  "Feed  my  sheep." — this 
divine  injunction  was  given  to  Peter  for  the  older  ones,  that  they 
might  be  kept  together  and  that  they  may  receive  the  words  of  life,  as 
Peter  received  it  from  the  Lord. 

This  is  what  every  Sunday  School  officer  and  teacher  should  have 
in  mind  when  they  carry  out  their  particular  responsibilities,  because 
this  is  the  very  purpose  of  Sunday  School,  I  feel,  to  feed  the  lambs  or 
little  ones,  and  the  sheep,  the  older  ones,  in  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints. 

The  Lord  said  in  our  day: 

"Remember  the  worth  of  souls  is  great  in  the  sight  of  God  .  .  . 
and  how  great  is  his  joy  in  the  soul  that  repenteth:  Wherefore,  you 
are  called  to  cry  repentance  unto  this  people.  And  if  it  so  be  that 
you  should  labour  all  your  days  in  crying  repentance  unto  this  people 
(feeding  his  lambs  and  sheep)  and  bring,  save  it  be  one  soul  unto  me, 
how  great  shall  be  your  joy  with  him  in  the  kingdom  of  my  Father. 
And  now  if  your  joy  will  be  great  with  one  soul  that  you  have  brought 
unto  me  into  the  kingdom  of  my  Father,  how  great  will  be  your  joy  if 
you  should  bring  many  souls  unto  me.  Behold  you  have  my  gospel  before 
you.  and  my  rock,  and  my  salvation." 

"Ask  the  Father  in  my  name,  in  faith  believing  that  you  shall 
receive,  and  you  shall  have  the  Holy  Ghost,  which  manifesteth  all 
things  which  are  expedient  unto  the  children  of  men.  And  if  you  have 
not  faith,  hope  and  charity,  you  can  do  nothing.  Contend  against  no
